1 feel a strong disinclina- 
tion to further the construction of railway tracks 
along the shores of our lake. We can woll imag- 
ine what the people of this city would say 
and do if it were seriously contemplated to au- 
thorize the building of a railway along the lake 
shore from Evanston to the Indiana line It is 
not surprising that a large portion of the people 
of South Chicago desire to preserve a part of 
their water front free from railways and manv- 
factories. An industrial population engaged © 
largely in labor of a bard, and exhausting char- 
acter must obtain such restful and elevating sur- 
roundings as it can get near home. Our Lake 

Michigan exerts a great and ever-increasing force 
upon the physical, mental, and consequent moral 
health of our people. As much as possible should 
its shores be open, unobstructed, and free from 
the smoke of furnaces and the noise of machin- 
ery. Except under circumstances admitting of 
no reasonable alternative a railroad should not ee a 
be tolerated in this city along the shores of the “= : 
| lake. I am not at all convinced that there is no 1 

reasonable alternative in this case. It has never 
been satisfactorily demonstrated to me that the 
suggested river route is not entirely practicable 
and adequate for the purposes professed to be 
had in view by thie railway company. 


Have Left That Point Alone. 


Indeed, no special effort has been niade to sat- 
isfy me at all upon this point. It has been stat- 
ed that the river route is much longer than the 
lake-front route and that it would involve a grade 
crossing near the river of Ewing avenue and of 
the electric street car line thereon. I have as- 
certained that the difference in length of the two 
routes is less than 1,000 feet and that provision 
has already been made for raising the grade of 
Ewing avenue about eight feet near the river, 
and it otght not to be a difficult matter to de- 
press railway tracks sufficiently to pass under 
this street as thus raised so as to avoid such 
grade crossing. It will be noted, however, that 
the existence and crossing at grade of this same 
Ewing avenue further south is not an insupera- 
ble obstacle to the tracks of the railway com- 
pany, for under the ordinance as it stands a 
grade crossing of this street and of the electric 
line thereon is permitted upon the second route.

After the veto had been“ read Ald, Madden 
moved to reconsider the vote by which the 
ordinance was passed, This was seconded by 
Ald. Powers and prevailed. Ald. Madden 
then moved the passage of the ordinance,

“LABY BARBERS” ARE PROSPEROUS. 


Journeymen Shavers Rail at Them, but 


Customers Do Not. 


The new woman question has got around 
to the barber's chair at last. Up to Sunday 
not many citizens knew or cared whether 
there was such a thing as a lady barber or 
not. But all at once, with the Sunday closing 
law, the facts in the case developed. A few 
years ago such a thing as a woman barber was 
almost unheard of. Some ambitious woman, 
favored no doubt by circumstances in having 
a brother, a father, or a husband in the trade, 
conceived the idea of learning it herself, and 
others, lured by the prospect of earning 
higher wages, soon joined in the ranks. The 
eagacious owners of small shops were not 
slow to see in the lady barber” a means to 
advertise their places and increase their cus- 
tom. Thus in a few moaths a line of work 
taken up by a few has§been invaded by many. 
A new avenue for earning a living has thus 
been opened to women. If they had 
not made a success of it, and found favor in 
the eyes of the male patrons of the barber 
shops, it ie safe to say they would not be there 
in the increasing numbers which now ob- 
tain. A school for training women in the 
tensorial art, which is the natural outcome of 


the demand for more, is in successful opera- 
tion on Wabash avenue, and is turnmg out 
froin twenty to fifty graduates every three 
months. 

But all this has not taken place without a 
protest from the men barbers. Objection is 
also made in a mild way from a class of 
moralists who contend that a barber shop is 
no place for a woman. The objection to 
women barbers comes not from the owners of 
barber shops. 

()bjection to them arises largely from the 
journeymen barbers. They say they are be- 
ing crowded out by women. But the owners 
of shops where womén are employed contend 
that women are paid the same wages s 
men. And that it is not in any sense 
a lowering of wages, byt women 
are more satisfactory as barbers than 
men. It is asserted women are more reliable, 
that they have a steadier hand, nicer judg- 
ment, and a lighter touch. 

Mes. Olive Lee, who stirred up a lot of ex- 
citement Sunday at the meeting of barbers at 
Uhlich's Hall, works. beside five other girls in 
a little shop in Van Buren street. @ six 
women in fresh shirt waists were each en- 
gaged yesterday on some part of the physi- 
ognomies of the six men who occupied ‘as 
many chairs muffled up to their necks in 
towels looking as helpless and contented as 
infants. Six faces were patted and lathered. 
Six gleaming razors slid along as many bris- 
tled jaws with mechanieal exactness and not 
a word was spoken until six smooth sha ves 
were dismissed in quick order.

Mr. Hogan Refuses to Abdicate and Holds 
a Rump Court, 

New York, July 1.—{Special.J—Without a 
ruffle of their dignity and with no attendant 
circumstances of a disagreeable nature the 
new justices of the Court of Special Sessions 
and the city magistrates took possession 
of their courts today and discharged their 
duties. According to prearrangement the 
men who were legislated out of office sub- 
mitted their protests in writing and sub- 
mitted to the inevitable. Justice Hogan in 
the Court of Special Sesions was the ex- 
ception, He held a rump court and gave a 
touch of ludicrousness to the whole pro- 
ceedings. After having ineffectually pro- 
tested against the organization of the reg- 
ular court by Justice Hinsdale, one of the 
new Judges, and being peremptorily ordered 
to sit down, Hogan and his two clerks went 
into the corridor and opened court. 

Hogan had before him Thomas Thornton, 
under conviction for alleged wife-heating, 
in whose case the three Justices postponed 
action in order to make a test case to decide 
the legality of their removal. The court 
proceedings in the corridor were farcical. 
The Justices stood against the rail and 
waited for the proceedings to begin. 


Hats oft,“ said Clerk Keating, and the 


several hundred spectators to the strange 
scene obeyed amid much laughter. The 
clerk cried the court open and after ineffect- 
ual efforts to get the old stenographer to 
take down the proceedings the prisoner was 
ordered to the bar. Thornton stepped up

McManus, his coun- 
sel, “for the reason'that you are no longer 
Justices under the law, and therefore have

POLISH WOMAN ASKS REWARD FOR 
ARREST OF BIROH’S MURDERERS. 


Valeria Stefanowicz Heard Suspicious 
Conversations Between Smith, Manow, 
and Windrath and Told Her Story to 
the Police=—She Did Detective Work on 
Her Own Account aud Pointed Out 
Where the Revolver Might Be Found= 
She Now Wants the $5,000 Offered. 


Mrs. Valeria Stefanowiez, No. 155 West 
Division street, thinks she is entitled to the 
reward of $5,000 offered for information 
leading to the arrest of Julius Manow and 
Joe Windrath, the alleged murderers of C. 
B. Birch, the West Chicago Street railway 
Treasurer. She has employed M. L. Kasmar 
to push her claim, and if the story she tells 
of the clew which led to the detention of 
these two men is true, she seems to be the 
one who ought to receive the reward. 

Mrs. Stefanowicz is a Polish woman, 45 
years old. She lives on the first floor of the 
house, the basement of which is occupied by 
one Smith, a rag-picker, the father-in-law of 
Julius Manow. Manow has for some time 
been living. with his wife at Augusta and 
Paulina streets, but spent most of his time 
for a week previous to the murder at the 
home of his father-in-law. At each of his fre- 
quent visits to Division street he was accom- 
panied by his wife and Joe Windrath. Their 
time there was spent in whispered conversa- 
tions in low German. Mrs, Stefanowicz be- 
came suspicious of her neighbors on account 
of these frequent visits and decided she 
would watch the two men. Sunday morning 
following the night of the murder she got up 
at 8 o’clock. At 5:30 Oelek she heard a 
rap at the outer door of the basement and, 
looking out, saw Julius and his wife. The 
door was soon opened and after the early 
visitors were admitted Mrs. Stefanowicz 
again heard the low hum of voices, this time 
being mingled with the clinking of coin. 


She Heard Strange Things. 

„There are thick doors between our 
rooms,“ she said, ‘‘ so I could not hear what 
they said, but the noise of the clinking 
money made me more suspicious, as I knew 
Julius had not had work for some time and 
Mr. Smith had but little money. A few 
days previous he tried to sell a saw for 40 
cents, saying that he was ‘broke.’ The 
conversation was kept up for nearly two 
hours, and then Alvina, Julius’ wife, went 
out and bought a big supply of meat and 
other food. Mr. Smith also went out and 
brought back whisky and beer. Later, Joe 
came to the house. The drinking lasted all 
day long, Mr. Smith making frequent trips 
for liquor. That day Alvina also bought a 
new hat, a pair of shoes, and two new dress- 
es, as well as clothing for her husband. 

„Several times during the day I spoke to 
Alvina about the money. The first time she 
said her husband was working. Later she 
said Joe Windrath was putting up the 
money. She said he was rich, owned an 
ocean steamer, and lived out on the North 
Side near Lincoln Park.“

TORN BANK NOTES STILL A RIDDLE. > 
Police Unable to Find Any Solution in the 


No solution hae been reached of the mys- 
tery enveloping the torn shreds of bank notes 
representing a value of $2,000 or $3,000, the 
small fragments of which ha ve- been found 
along the lake shore between Twentieth and 
Twenty-sixth streets since last Friday. Capt. 
Porter of the United States Secret Service 
and Lieut. Thomas of the Cottage Grove Ave- 
nue Police Station believe the money was de- 
stroyed byalunatic who either committed 
suicide in the lake or walked away after tear- 
ing up the money. 

From start to finish it is a mysterous case, 
Friday morning Grant Campbell, alias Poin. 
dexter, and Zeland Brown, two colored 
youths, found many fragments of $500, 
#100, and $50 bills strewn along es lake 
shore for a distance of 500 feet south of the 
Twenty-second Street Station of the Illinois 
Centra! railroad. They gathered up the frag- 
ments and next day presented them for re. 


investigation has been made by the police 
department of all clews furnished by the 
piece of pine board found where the tattered 
money was scuttered. The suicidal message 
of John Chambers” has not been verified. 
All the persons of that name found in the 
city directory have been checked up and none 
of them ie missing. The two colored boys 
who first found the money have been ques- 
tioned and requestioned by detevtives, but 
nothing has been gleaned to warrant the sus- 
picion that crime was committed,

Special sanction will be obtained for the 
twe special Class B races, five miles paced 
and one mile unpaced, where a #200 first 
rise is offered. All the prizes will be dia- 
monds except for the one mile city cham- 
picenship on the first day, which will be a 
$50 diamond medal, and the one mile team 
race for Associated Cycling clubs on the 
second day. For the latter the Chicago 
Athletic Association challenge trophy will 
probably be offered. The Chicago Athletic 
Associatien desires to encourage local rac- 
ing, and will undoubtedly put up this trophy 
subject to challenge twice each year, the 
team winnjng it three times, not necessarily 
in succession to be declared the final holders 
Much interest will be aroused by the race 
open to park and city police and postmen. 
The entry blanks will be ready in a few 
days and will be Widely distributed. En- 
tries may be closed with George K. Barrett 
of the Bearings Publishing company, and 
the fee will be $1 for the first event and 50 
cents for each additional event, 


With the present unsettled condition of 


affairs with reference to the Class B men 
it is impossible to foretell just what special 
attractions will be offered, but the commit- 
tee in charge will keep up with the times 
and will certainly arrange for something 
in the line of a special event if such course 
is to be pursued by other race meet promot- 
ers. They will try to give Chicago the very 
best meet ever held and will use every en- 
deavor to make it a grand success. 

There will be a new departure in arrang- 
ing private boxes all along the front of the 
grand stand. These boxes will seat four per- 
sons each, and to make room for them the 
press seats will be placed in some more ad- 
vantageous position, and the front of the 
stand will be built out to make an even 
line of boxes the whole length.

BIKES MUST STAY our 


JUDGE PAYNE DEOIDES THEY ARE I¥ 
| ‘THE OATEGORY OF VEHICLES. 


Suit of Attorney Breckenridge to Compel 
the Owners of the Fort Dearborn Build- 
ing to Permit Him to Take His Wheel 
Into It Is Decided for the Defendant— 
No More Rights Indoor for a Machine 
than for Buggies or Carriages with 
Horses Attached, 


By Judge Payne’s decision yesterday in his 
refusal to grant an-injunction restraining 
the Galena Trust and Safety Vault company 
and other owners of the Fort Dearborn 
Building from preventing Attorney John H. 
Breckenridge from taking his bicycle into 
that building two-points of law were settled. 
at least for the time being, The first isthat 
bicycles can be kept out of office buildings 
if the owners of the latter, choose to make 
rules and regulations to that effect. The 
other is that a bicycle is a vehicle, and not 
an essential feature of the law business as 
carried on in the complainant’s office. 

Mr. Breckenridge read his bill to Judge 
Payne, in which he showed that from April 
13 to May 13 he had brought his wheel into 
the building without any objection, The 
wheel was taken up-stairs in the elevator. 
May 18 the superintendent of the building re- 
fused to allow Mr. Breckenridge to bring his 
wheel into the building. Mr. Breckenridge 
insisted, and was met by physical force, he 
says, and it was demonstrated to him that 
he would not be allowed to carry his wheel 
into the building. He then sought the courts, 
filing a bill for an injunction, and also com- 
menced a trespass suit. 


Owners’ Rights Set Up. 

The complainant dwelt upon thé necessity 
for users of wheels to have a convenient 
place for storing the same, and declared that 
no such place was available to him. His 
health was delicate and for that reason he 
indulged in the exercise on the wheel. 
Other tenants did not object to it and affi- 
davits were read in suppoft of that view. 

The disposition made of cycles in many of 
the most prominent office buildings was 
cited. Wheels were permitted to be taken 
into the Hartford, Columbus Memorial, 

Chicago Opera- -House, Stock Exchange, 
Woman's Temple, Champlain, Monadnock, 
Title and Trust, Goff, and Board of Trade 
In some of these places were 
provided for the storing of wheels. 

The answer to the defendant set up sev- 
eral points, which pertained to the owner- 
ship of the premises, the necessity of keep- 
ing sky-scrapers in an absolute state of 
cleanliness, and the appointments and fit- 
tings of a modern office. The lease was pro- 
duced which all tenants had to sign, which 
conjains the following clause: 

The sidewalks, entries, passages, corridors, ves- 
tibules, halls, elevators, and stairways shall not 
be obstructed» nor any rags, paper, ashes, dust, 
rubbish, or other substance be placed therein by 
either the tenants, their employes, or the occupants 
of their premises, or be used by them for any pur- 
pose other than for ingress or egress to and from 
their respective rooms, stores, or offices, and 
bulky articles shall not be carried up or down in 
the building except upon the freight elevator; and 
all damage, ete., shall be paid for by the tenants. 

Bicycles soiled the floors of the building, 
scratched the finish, and obstructed the 
egress and ingress of the tenants. I fact, 
Attorney Northrup for -the defendant said, 
a bicycle was an unsuitable article to keep 
in an office, and that it was not necessary 
for the successful practice of law, which 
was what the complainants leased the rooms 
for. 

He said that since filing the bill Breckin- 
ridge had continued to ride his wheel, stor- 
ing it near the office build , and he would 
not be injured if not permitted to bring his 
bicycle into the building and take it through 
the halls and corridors and up and down 
the elevators in violation of a rule of the 
lease. 

Can't Violate the Lease. 

The case was then left to the decision of the 
court. Judge Payne said the only question 
to decide was whether the defendant had 
a right to make rules governing its property 
and whether its rule in the lease was a rea- 
sonable one. He said: 

“The owner of a building has the same 
control that the owner of other private 
property has, subject to the rights of the 
tenants expressed in their leases, and also 
of the right of free egress and ingress. I 
am somewhat of a wheelman myself, al- 
though not an expert. The owner of this 
building has manifestly a right to make 
reasonable regulations for the canduct of the 
building. The bicycle is a means of convey- 
ance the same as any other Kind of a vehi- 
cle and is not necessary to the successful 
practice of law. No one would contend that 
a bugeyv used to transport a person should 
be brought into the office building, nor that 
a horse should be taken in, neither would it 
appear that a buggy propelled by electricity 
In a build- 
ing used for a place in which wheels were 
manufactured and provided with a freight 
elevator there would be implied in the lease 
a right to take wheels in and out, but the 
court doubts that any such expressed right 
would be implied in a lease in a building 
rented for office purposes. I do not think 
that the complainant has any more right to 
take the wheel. into the building than to 
take a horse and buggy in. It must be con- 
ceded that the owners of the building have 
the right to adopt a regulation to prevent 
wheels being brought in and the injunction 
is denied.” 

Judge Payne, however, told Mr. Breckin- 
ridge ¢hat if he could find any new law on the 
subject he Would glad to consider the 
case again on notice to the defendants,

Then, in the last act, Trilby appears sur- 
rounded by her friends in @ room in Ho- 
tel Bristol. Her gaze falls upon Svengali's 
photograph, she is autohypuotized, her voice 
returns, she sings, and dies. 


Changes the Final Place. 


It will be observed that Mr. Potter has 
changed the place of the tragic last events 
from London to Paris and has condensed 
many widely-separated incidents into the 
third act. Yet the change is of no eonse- 
quence, and the condensation has been dex- 
terously done, so that the audience is not 
troubled by either. In the third act the 
Hungarian band, concealed behind the 
scenes, by its music contributed much to- 
ward the effect.

It would be very easy to thwart the enact- 
ment of this difficult role into the lowest 
depths of burlesque. But Mr. Lackaye is so 
intelligent. he so carefully holds himeelf in 
hand throughout, he so sedulously avoids 
every pitfall of exaggeration, that it is im pos- 
sible to resist the feeli re is a man 
who does not act but is; and the beholder 
shudders with the simple-hearted English- 


man, grows indignant with the Scot, 
quivers with nervous Little Billee, 
and is entranced with Trilby as 


the hairy, horribie monster raises his long 
arm and points his threatening, com- 
manding finger.

Companies Are Incorporated to Engage 
in Every Conceivable EnterpriseAt- 
torneys Believe There Will Be Estab- 
lished Houses Which Will Dispense 
State Privileges at Reduced Rates 
Charters Bought Last Week for Hun- 
dreds Now Worth Thousands of Dollars. 


Chicago may be the scene of a new and 
possibly profitable industry in the next two 
years, if large-sized suspicions in well-in- 

formed legal cireles are well founded. 
‘These are that a proportion of the large 
number of incorporation licenses rushed 
through the Secretary of State’s office dur- 
ing the last two weeks were taken out to 
sell. Moreover it is asserted they can be 
sold and at a pretty profit. 


The law passed by the Legislature raising 
the amount of license fees went into effect 
yesterday. For corporations of $2,500 capi- 
tal or less license to incorporate costs $25. 
For a capital from $2,500 to $5,000 it is 850. 
Fer each additional $1,000 of capital the cost 
is $1. The object of the law is to increasé 
the revenue and also, it is said by a high 
State officer, to stop the incorporation of 
miscellaneous enterprises with capitaliza- 
tions that run up in the millions and gen- 
erally with the premetors’ hopes and prom- 
ises for their most substantial basis. The 
law will probably accomplish the latter re- 
sult, for the fees are simply prohibitory to 
hundreds of the enterprises. Mining com- 
panies to dig gold somewhere with author- 
‘ized capitals of $1,000,000 wére common 
while the fee to incorporate remained $25. 
They will probably be few in the future, for

Seeing this, it is believed dozens of incor- 
poration papers haye been taken out in the 
last month for cémpanies authorized to 
issue heavy amounts of capital stock and to 
engage in many kinds of business, from 
mining to manufacturing and building street 
railroads to improving waterways. The pa- 
pers have been laid away, it is believed, 
waiting for a future customer. There is a 
Story -that certain minor State officials saw 
the -opprtunity to accumulate licenses to 
create companies which would ultimately 
be valuable, but it is said they didn’t see it 
until too late. 

The men who got licenses—and I believe: 
dozens of companies were licensed for no 
other purpose than to sell their right to or- 
ganize—have probably got a good thing.“ 
said one of half a dozen corporation lawyers 
who commented on the subject yesterday. 
When it costs $10,000 or more to take out 
first papers, as it does now in an enterprise 
whose capital is large, the sum, becomes an 
important matter. Running over the list 
of companies incorporated in the last 
month, it is easy to see that a license may 
be had for an enterprise to engage in almost 
any object allowed by the law. It’s an easy 
matter to enlarge charter rights also. So 
it's not an improbability that in the future 
the organizers of an enterprise may look 
around to see whether they cannot buy for 
a few hundreds what would cost them 
thousands if taken out at Springfield. It is 
the first time in my experience the State of 
Illinois passed a law which admitted of 
speculation in its franchises.“

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NEW GARBAGE CREMATING DEVICE. 


Public Test Made, Showing How the City’s 
Refuse May Be Disposed Ot. 

A public trial was held yesterday at Forty- 
fifth and Lincoln streets, on the South Side, 
of a new garbage cremating device inveated 
by William Johnson. The device is being ex- 

ploſted by the American Refuse Crematory 
company, composed of ex-Judge A. A. Good- 

rich, John Cuduhy, C. H. Aldrich, G. A. 

Kantowich, Dr. Everett, and Victor 
Wise. The trial yesterday was held 

with the idea of proving to the city 
"officials and the Civic Federation the worth of 
new device as a means of disposing of 
Invitations were.sent to the Mayor

reseuted. The device consists of a huge re- 
tort built of brick, with an iron top and 
stack. The main chamber is thirty feet 
long, thirty feet high, and six feet wide. 
Qu each side of it are chain conveyors for tae 
garbage, which pick the refuse up from the 
level of the ground and 2 it into hoppers 
on the top ot the furnace. hen the garbage 
leaves the hoppers it slides down along two 
> Converging ways into the center of the fur- 
pace onto a grating made with the bars wide 
apart. Here it u subjected to the heat of 
seven to twelve oil burners. As it 
burns it drops to a lower and 
closer grate, where it is finally consumed, 
allowing the ashes to fall below into the ash 
hopper, whence they are conveyed by another 
chain conveyor to the ash heap in the rear of 
the establishment. * 

The stack, which is of iron, is 100 feet 
high and lined to the top with fire brick. It 
has a diameter of three and a half feet on the 
inside. When ia operation occasionally rather 
dense smoke and columns of flames pour 
out of the top, but this is due to the fact, the 
inventor says, that the stack had not become 
thoroughly heated, and there was a great 
deal of paper in the refuse. When the furnace

EX-PRESIDENT TRUDE DISOUSSES 
THE TEXT BOOK QUESTION.

Me — 
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He Believes the Public Schools Should Be 
Furnished with the Best Possiblé Books 
at the Lowest Possible Prices ruhe Se- 
lection of the Quality Is Well Provided 
For, but the Quantity and Price Are 
Properly Within the Province of the 
Board of Education. 


Alfred S. Trude, member and ex-President 
of the Board of Education, reasserts his posi- 
tion as in favor of the dest books for the 
public schools of Chicago at the lowest pos- 
sible price obtainable, As an evidence of 
this he points to the time when he was Presi- 
dent of the board when he advocated 


books, appointed a committee of three 
for that purpose, and personally wrote 
to the American Book company in reference 
to a reduction, and obtained it. As to the se- 
lection of books Mr. Trude does not deem it 
in the province of the board to take action, as 
a competent body has that in charge. In an 
interview yesterday Mr. Trude said : 

The quality of the books chosen is deter- 
mined by Supt. Lane and his able corps of 
assistant superintendents. They are in close 
touch with the needs and wants of the schools, 
and are more competent to pass upon the 
merits of this or that work than the 
Board of Education, most of whose members 
have not touched school books, except by 
their covers, for years. I, myseif, plead 
guilty in that respect. Although I try to 
epeak English as correctly as possible, still I 
do not teel that the question of what text 
books should be used should be determined 
other than by the present competent corps. 

As to the quantity, that isa matter for 
the board to handle. Still books cannot be pur- 
chased by the pound or by the hundred pages. 
The element of first cost, composition from 
manuscript, and other equaily important 
matters enter into the question. When Mr. 
Rogenthal says such and such a book can be 
duplicated for 12 cents the proposition is not 
put quite fairly, as the original cost is not 
cons.dered, All books can be duplicated 
much cheaper than the first edition is put 


out. 

Not that I am defending high-priced 
school books by any means. Shortiy after I 
became President of the Board of Education 
I was informed by friends the prices on school 
books were entirely too high. I wrote to the 
American Book company complaining of the 
prices. Ata meeting in August, 1894. | ap- 
pointed a committee of three to look into the 
price of text books. This committee con- 
sisted of, as I remember, Mr. Rosenthal, Mr. 
Errant, and Mr. Drezmal, and they reported 
the prices as entirely too high, 1 then 
wrote the concern another letter and this 
brought good results, for in their reply they 
lowered the prices of books both to the 
schools and the scholars, The price to schol; 
ars was cut from 24 cents to 20, and that to 
the schools f:0m 20 cents to 16.“ 

The report of a special committee on one 
particular branch of text books was made to 
the board last year and was as follows: 

The members of the special committee a 
pointed by the board to investigate charges ma 
to the effect that the American Book company 
sold Appleton's series of readers to other cities 
of the United States at a lower price than to the 
City of Chicago respectfully report that they 
have thoroughiy investigated said charges, and 
find that the American Book company has within 
the last two years sold to tne Cities of Jersey 
City, N. J.; Detroit, Mich.; Omaha, Neb.; and 
Brooklyn, N. ., Appleton's series of readers at 
8 per cent less (after making ail allowance for 
discounts) than to the Board of Education of 
Chicago.

Faith is given to the record, but if that faith is 
ill-founded the proceeding is a nullity. So with 
the record itself if not true—that is, if it does not 
represent actual deeds che conveyance is a nul- 
lity. We all are aware bow often since the pass 
age of the act with reference to sales under 


process inquiry is made as to whether mort- 


gageors were living at the time of sales. and we 
are peculiariy situated now with references to the 
fact of eitisgenship. and must inquire indepenad- 
ently of the record as to whether at 4 certain 
period the title came through an alien or not. 
So with reference to possession. It may be that 
land today is vacant, but it may have been occa- 
pied for seven years under claim and color with 
payment of taxes, or for twenty years adversely, 
and the possessory title may be the better. 

The operation of the act will be to give lands 
a commercial character, a further doparture 
from feudal and ripening of allodial theories. 
Asitis now they are not the subject of use for 
vommercial purposes. Moneys cannot be bor. 
rowed upon them as upon a warehouse receipt, 
because the laws of conveyancing are complex 
and involve delay. There is no reason why a cer- 
tificate should not be used as collateral at bank 
if by a speedy registry a transfer can be made. 
The banker. knowing the value of the land. wil! 
not be deterred because he may be invoived in a 

roceeding at law and the prohibition as to ths 
ending of money on the part of banks will bo 
done away with. Borrowing upon long term 
will not be a necessity. Pergons who flu they 
can use a certificate will adapt themselves to the 
use of it temporarily. The iuterest in land wil! 
be all the greater and the demand for it increas, 
because of the wider scope in its use. 


Benefits of the Law. 


Its Benefit: was the topic discussed by 
C. Porter Johnson: In part, he said: 


Objections are made to the Torrens law, that 
it provides for the appointment of a reristrar 
by the Recorder of Deeds of Cook County, and 
he, holding his office at the sufferance of a 
political party, will appoint 4s registrar incom- 
potent persons to perform the impurtant and re- 
sponsible duties of the registrar. I do not be- 
lieve that such will be the case. In the first 
place, the registrar is required to give a bond in 
the sum of $200,000 and is liabte tor any negiect 
of duty or omission of duty himself or his 
deputies. Such responsibil directly falling 
uvon bis shoulders will make him more careful 
in the selection of bis deputies and in the dis- 
charge of his duties. believe that this ro- 
sponsibility is rightfally placed upon one mao 
and that by so doing we concentrate the liabiiity, 
and that of itself will insure greater care and 
caution on the part of the registrar, who, in this 
instance, is Glone the responsible party to the 
people.

changes. Yet real estate is the basis of all wealth, 
the foundation, the inherent foundation of all 
substantial values, and notwithstanding the fact 
that real estate is thus the basis of values, it is 
almost impossible to realize upon it short of a 
month. two months, three months. And not only 
will it thus make real estate a quick asset. but 
the Torrens biil will lighten the burdens upon 
the peopie, for it will cost but 83 to obtain a 
certificate of the registrar showing the title to 
property, while under the present condition it 
costs from $10 to $500 to obtain an abstract of 
title that is merchantable and will be ac- 
cepted as such Lou may have twenty- 
five feet of ground worth $500, and it wid 
cost one-fourth of its value to make an ab- 
stract of title to it, and the abstracts grow and 
grow in volume and expense. Who must pay it? 
The people who owa the land. Thus it is au ex- 
pense unnecessarily placed upon land, which is 
admitted to be the basis of values, the inherent 
wealth of the country. 
The Torrens law, crude as it is in its character 
imperfect as we must admit it may bs in some 
respects, is the foundation upon which we wil 
build in the futare, and the changes may bo 
found necessary made by future legislation. so as 
to perfect the system caiculated to be made 
operative by this law. I feel myself proud to 
have had a part in the enactment of a law calcu- 
lated to beastep forward in the direction of 
economy and simplifying the already complicated 
questions of real estate in this great city of ours

HOWGATE JURORS ASK LIGHT SEN- 
TENOE ON THE PRISONER. 


In a Petition to Judge McComas, Who 
Will Pass Sentence Today, Ten of the 
Twelve Ask for Clemency, Intimating 
That Others Higher in Official Life Are 
the Real Culprits<To Change the Sta- 
tion of Some of the Regiments—General 
News from Washington. 

Washington, D. C., July 1.—[Special.}—A 
petition signed by ten of the twelve jurors 
who coavicted Capt. Howgate of embezzle- 
ment of government funds was presented to 
Judge McComas this afternoon urging tie 
imposition of a light jail sentence ip this fa- 
mous case. "Foreman Grove and another 
juror refused to sign ‘the document, which 
sets out that while believmg Capt. Howgate 
far from guiltless, there are extenuating cir- 
cumstances in the case which will warrant the 
court in imposing a jail seatence.

BEGINNING OF A NEW. HALF YEAR 
MARKED BY AOTIVITY. 


Chicago Gas Dividend Is to Ue Paid—New 
Financial Interests Going Into the Com- 
pany—A ffairs of Crawford and Valentine 
~Iuterest Paid on Lake Street Debent- 
ures—New Chicago Bends Selling at a 
Marked Premium in London Over the 
Subscription Price. — 3 | : 

The beginning of a new half-year was 
marked with great activity at the local 
banks. Bankers declare it is a long time 
since they have had anything to equal the 
day’s business, and without an exception 
they seem to be taking a cheerful view of the 
outlook for the next sfx months. The gen- 
eral trend of opinion is to the effect the next 
sixty days, after the manner of the mid- 
summer months, will be quiet. But after 


that they all believe we are to have a period 


of decided business activity. The unsatis- . 
factory condition of the exchange market is 
about the only point in the whole outlook 
that is brought up as possibly offering an 
obstacle in the way of steady recovery. 

It is given out on exceedingly high author- 
ity that Chicago Gas dividend for the present 
quarter will be paid. No meeting of direc- 
tors to declare that dividend has as yet 
been held, and at the offices of the com- 
panies it was said no meeting probably 
would be held within the next two or three 
days. There is an injunction which makes 
Gas officials rather chary about doing any 
great amount of talking concerning divi- 
dends. It is positively stated, however, that 
the dividend has been earned and the inti- 
mation comes from high quarters that it wili 
be paid early this month, In New York yes- 
terday bids of % were made for the July div- 
idend. The story comes from high local au- 
thority that a new combination of New York 
and Chicago capitalists is taking hold of Gas 
and is in a position to absorb a large quan- 
tity of stock, They are said to have gone 
into the status of the company thoroughly 
and to be satisfised that it offers an excel- 
lent investment at present quotations. They 
calculate in any event there can be no 
serious competition within two years, and 
by that time they hope to have secured leg- 
islation which will be satisfactory or to have 
at least arranged the corporate status of 
the companies so they will no longer be sub- 
ject to attacks on legal grounds, 

No statement of the assets and liabilities 
of Crawford & Valentine has yet been made 
public. As the settlement of the affairs of 
the firm proceeds, however, the suspension 
does not come out in any more favorable 
light. It would now appear decidedly doubt- 
ful if the creditors realize 10 cents on the 
dollar. The liabilities have been growing, 
and from the $100,000 mark, at which they 
were first estimated, the total has gone up 
to $138,000. That total probably includes all 
the claims against the firm. There has been 
realized from the assets less than $2,500. 
The most that can be hoped for will be about 
$15,000. It is with the idea of carefully nurs- 
ing along some of those accounts whieh 
would be impossible to collect if there was 
any publicity made of them that the filing 
of a detailed statement has been delayed, 
and probably will be delayed some time 
longer. 

The stock market was dull and uninter- 
esting.; The market showed no strength at 
any time, and the opening prices were the 
highest for the day. There was a fair 
amount of trading in Lake Street, but quo- 
tations for the stock went off fractionally. 
Interest was being paid on the debenture 
guaranteed bonds yesterday at the Northern 
Trust company, no injunction having been 
served by the owners of the unassented first 
mortgage bonds. Quotations for the deben- 
tures have not been officially made on the 
Stock Exchange yet, but the range is about 
80 to 82. The receipts Were firmer, advanc- 
ing to 55. The new incomes have sold as 
high as 50. 
yesterday. 

Holders of second section Rapid Transit 
bonds are taking a decidedly strong view of 
their own position. They declare the sec- 
ton of the road upon wanton their bond is 
a first mortgage shows earnings sufficient 
to pay the interest w outstand- 
ing issue. Some of the bondholders have 
made up a cheerful statement of their posi- 
tion, based on the earnings of the portion 
of the road on Sixty-third street, and they 
declare that with such a showing they see 
no reason why they should make any greater 
sacrifice than the first section bondhold- 
crs are willing to. Every one interested in 
the property is feeling a good deal of encour- 
agement over the low rate of operating ex- 
penses which can be attained with electric 
motive power.

A considerable improvement in 
traffic is looked for from the amusement 
enterprises which are starting up near the 
Sixty-third street terminal. The road’ did 
a heuvy business Saturday night to the 
Siege of Vicksburg.” 

The West Chicago market opened with fair 
buying by Jamieson. Stock was in good sup- 
ply, and as soon as buying from that quar- 
ter ceased quotations went off. The stock 
declined to 12944 at the close, against a clos- 
ing quotation of 130 Saturday. North Chi- 
cago was dull and fairly firm. The feeling 
in North Chicago seems rather stronger 
than in West Chicago at present. 

Sterling rates continue strong at top quo- 
tations, There has been some nonsense tel- 
egraphed to New York about Chicago banks 
exporting gold, There is not the slightest 
intention om the part of Chicago banks of 
parting with their gold reserve or any con- 
siderable portion for export under present 
conditions. 

Security dealers reported a good inquiry 
for investment bonds yesterday from peo- 
ple who had been cashing July coupons, 
and the outlook seems to promise a fair 
July business in the bond markes.

South Clark street from Washington to 
Twenty-second will havea trolley as soon as 
the Chicago City Street railway company can 
put it up if the recommendation of the Council 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South is 
adopted by the Council. The committee 
yesterday voted unanimously to recommend 
the ordinance granting that corporation per- 
mission to change the motive power of its 
cars on Clark, street from horse to electricity. 
There might be such a thing as blocking its 
passage and if passed Mayor Swift micht 
possibly veto it, but there seems to be a 
general desire among Aldermen to put the 
measure through. Strong opposition, how- 
ever, is being raised, but not among members 
of the com mittee. 

The meeting yesterday afternoon was held 
in the Council Chamber. Delegations were 
present representing the property-owners who 
have signed frontage for the trolley, the City 
railway company, the General Electric com- 
pany, and the Chicago General railway com- 
pany. McGann, President of the latter, 
was there and made an appeal to the 
committee to incorporate a pro- 
vision in the ordinance which would 
compel the City Street railway company to 
grant him the use of its tracks for his cars to 
_ come down-town on Clark street. But he 
could not find a member of the company will- 

ing to champion his cause. Then came a 
proposition from the General Electric railway 
company submitted to equip the pro 
line with an underground electric system of 
propulsion, obviating the use of the overhead 
trolley and the stringing of dangerous wires 
in the streets. The company wanted a pro- 
vision in the proposed ordinance com- 
peiling the street car company to use an 
underground system of electric propulsion. 
Mr. Brandenberg said the General Electric 
company of America was back of his com- 
pany and stands ready to put upa bond and 
carry out its proposition. 

Mr. Grinnell wanted to know something 
about the story that Mr. Brandenberg’ 3 com- 
pany was giving $8 a foot in stock to prop- 
erty-owners who signed to it their frontage. 
The committee was not in humor 
to consider any side schemes, 50 
it put through three ordinances 
allowing the City company to change all of 
its South Side lines not already changed to 
electric roads; also to occupy Kedzie avenue 
from Thi: ty-eighth to Suxty-third streets.

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Is LAW UNTO HIMSELF 


JUDGE aa TAKES PREROGATIVE 
OF THE SUPREME COURT. 


Declares the New Fietcher Law, Providing 
for Indeterminate Punishment of Felons, 
Is Uncenstitational, Refuses to Try Cases 
Under the Act, Discharges His Jury, and 
Leaves the Bench—No Other Judge with 
an Opinion on the Law Agrees with Him 
or His Action. 


Judge Goggin, in the Criminal Court yesterday, 
arrogated to himself the prerogation of the IIIi- 
nols Supreme Court, and practically decided that 
the Fletcher law providing for the parole of con- 
victs in certa cases was unconstitutional. In 
accordance with his decision, Judge Goggin dis- 
charged the jury in the case on trial until further 
notice, refused to hear any felony cases on call, 
and told all witnesses they need not appear until 
notified by the court. 

The new law was intended to introduce into the 
penitentiaries of the State the parole system in 
vogue in the State Reformatory. With that ob- 
ject in view it takes away from the juries in 
criminal cases the power to fix the punishment of 
the accused except in murder and treason cases. 
In all other cases the jury is empowered simply 
to bring im a verdict of gulltxy or not 
gulity.”’ If the verdict is ‘‘ guilty the law as- 
sumes the convicted man is sentenced to the 
highest punishment provided by the statutes for 
the crime of.which he was convicted. 

His case then goes to the prison board at the 
penitentiary, and that board decides how long his 
term of imprisonment shall be. It can not be 
made to exceed the limit imposed by the statute, 
and it may be less, as the board shall determine. 
If it is a first offense, and the prisoner shows a 
desire to reform, the term of imprisonment may 
be cut short and the prisoner released on parole. 
The board, when it desires to parole a prisoner, 
must apply to the Judge before whom he was tried 
and that Judge enters the order for his release. 
The new law. forbids petitions for parole on the 
part of thé friends of the prisoner, but it does not 
interfere with the pardonfng power of the Gov- 
ernor. The advocates of the Fletcher act be- 
ileved that its éffect would be to make the sen- 
tences of men sent up for the same offense more 
uniform, and prevent a prisoner who had offended 
but once and desired to reform from being pun- 
ished as severely as an old offender. 


Diversity of Opinion. 

There is a diversity of opinion among members 
of the bench and bar as to the position taken by 
Judge Goggin, Judge Goggin announced after 
looking the law over that he would not try any 
cases under the new law, at least until he had 
given it further investigation. Commenting upon 
Judge Goggin’s attitude State’s-Attorney Kern 
said: “The law is as plain as any law on the 
statute books. Judge Goggin is in the court to 
enferce the law as he finds it, not to overrule the 
Siate lawmakers. It he does not want to sit over 
gy and administer the law as he finds it I suppose 

fe can get Judges who will.“ 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum said: “ Of 
course the law is constitutional. The Supreme 
Court in the case of Eliza Bradley against the Peo- 
ple of the State of Illinois decided the indetermin- 
ate sentence was constitutional. It is simply the 
old refermatory law revived. I guess the Supreme 
Court will continue to do business at the old stand 
even if Judge Goggin does consider its acts uncon- 
stitutional. We shall apply for another Judge to 
tuke his place if he refuses to enforce the law as he 
finds it.“ 

1 don’t care to review or criticise Judge Gog- 
gin’s action,“ said Judge Tuthill, but the law is 
laid down for us to enforce, and that is all there 
2 to it. As long as it is the law I shall enforce 
Ay, 

think the law is all right, and I shall certainly 
enforce it in the first case which comes before 
me wherein it applies,“ said Judge Neely. ‘* Its 
constitutionality has nothing to do with it at pres- 
ent. It is the law and we are supposed to follow 
the law as we find it. The Supreme Court, of 
course, has not passed upon the constitutionality 
of this peculiar measure because it only went into 
effect today.“ 

Judge Brentano said: I now have a long trial 
before me and shall continue until it is finished. 
It is a murder trial and the verdict does not come 
under the provision of the new law. When the 
case is ended I shall look up this new law and 
m. ake up my mind.“ 

‘I shall go right on trying cases,“ said Fetes 
Baker. Judges are elected to enforce, not make, 
laws. I shall expect to enforce the law in cases 
that come before me for trial according to the best 
of my judgment.“ 

Judges Clifford, Dunne, Hanecy, and Adams had 
not read the statute and Would not give an opinion 
concerning it.

' Bity of Chicago took place yesterday after- 


President Harper, as follows: 


noon, In accordance with Dr. Harper's 
ideal “of a university commencement, the 
convocatory exercises were held in the open 
air on the university campus. 

At 3:30 fully 3,000 people assembled on the 
campus plat, east of Cobb Hall, where 
chairs, settees, and rugs were disposed about 
a raised platform, whereon sat the univer- 
sity officials, faculty, and a throng of dis- 
tinguished guests. The prayer was offered 


‘by the Rev. H. C. Herring, after which the 


Rev. Emil G. Hirsch, D. D., delivered the 
convocation address. Dr. Hirsch spoke on 
The American University,’’ and said in 
part: 


False conservatism would take religion and its 
literature out of the reach of scientific investiga- 
tion. Radicalism shouts from the housetops the

premature pan that religion afraid of science is 
dead. Ingersollism is the inevitable reaction 
against the bitterness of unscientific Bibliolatry. 
The university does not exempt religion or Bible 
from methodical scientific investigation. The 
Bible has had its history; its truths are brought 
out, not beclouded, under treatment of the critic. 
Woe to a Bible that has to be afraid of the Hebrew 
or the Greek grammarian! Woe to a theology 
which is so little sure of its truth as to dread the 
searchlight of critical studies in sacred literature. 
The American university in disseminating these 
correct principles saves religion and the Bible 
for the American people.

The Public Work of Professors. 

arper continued his remarks as fol- 
lows: 
“The question has been raised how far an 


j officer of the university is justified in enter- 


ing upon a public discussion of the political 
questions of the day, and public attention 
has been called to the attitude of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago upon this question. The 
political attitude of a professor of astron- 
omy or chemistry will not affect the class- 
reom work of the professor in his depart- 
ment. The case, however, is different with 
the professor of political economy or polit- 
ical science or social science, or even his- 
tory. The duty of such -professor is mani- 
festly to teach the history of his subject and 
its fundamental principles, and not his own 
opinions. The true teacher must stand 
above party lines and be independent of 
party affiliations. But he will be none the 
less a patriot. No man should be more 
ready than a university man to take front 
rank in all efforts put forth for better gov- 
ernment. 

“Any statement to the effect that the uni- 


1 versity has in any way restricted the liberty 


of its professors in the declaration of their 
opinions or in the perfromance of their; 
duties as free citizens I declare to be abso- 
lutely false. Care, however, should be taken 
not to confound personal pleading for scli- 
entific thought. When such confusion 
arises the time has come for us to forfeit 
our positions as officers in the university, 
because we have mistaken the purpose for 
which we were appointed and because we 
have forgotten that to serve the university 
we must employ scientific methods and do 
scientific work. 

“It gives me pleasure to announce that the

Haskell Corner-Stone Laying. 

The laying of the corner-stone of the 
Haskell Museum of Oriental Museums fol- 
lowed immediately after the convocation 
proper, the convocatory processional! form- 
ing a semicircle about a marble box into 
which Dr. Harper deposited numerous pa- 
pers and documents and then guided the 
cap-stone into its long resting place. The 
dedicatory prayer was offered by the Rev. 
Dr. P. 8. Henson, after which the Rev. 
John Henry Barrows delivered the corner- 
stone address. Dr. Barrows said: 

As the three chief languages of the ancient 
world were employed to write on the cross of 
Christ thd inscription of his royalty, so the same 
three langvtiges are used to inscribe on the cor- 
ner-stone of this building sentences which wil! ‘be 
both inspiration and guidance to the scholars 
who, through coming centuries, shall pass in and 
out of this beautiful edifice. A century hence the 
Haskell Oriental Museum now rising will be sur- 
rounded by groups of academic buildings that shall 
repeat many of the glories so dear to Oxford. Two 
hundred years hence this university may be the 
crown of.the world’s metropolis, a seat of learning 
like that by the Isis, learning hallowed by time 
and by sacred memories, 

The past's incalculable hoard, 
Mellowed by scutcheoned panes in cloisters old, 
Seclusions ivy-hushed, and pavements sweet 
With immemorial lisp, of musing feet. 

We are pioneers of an immeasurable future, 
and the corner-stone that is laid today is a mile- 
stone in human progress. All honor, then, to 
those who have so wisely planned and skillfully 
guided the development of this university. All 
blessings on the generous benefactress whose gra- 
cious, unSeen hand lifts this splendid structure 
towards the sky. All hail to the glorious and im- 
perial future, rich with the increasing spoils of 
learning and the multiplied triumphs of faith, of 
which the Oriental Museum is a sure and golden 
prophecy.

WORK SUSPENDED ON FERRIS WHEEL. 


Strike of Structural Ironworkers Has 
Caused Some Delay. 

Work on the Ferris Wheel has been tempo- 
rarily suspended on account of trouble be- 
tween the structural irou workers and Con- 
tractor F. J. Cain, who has the contract for 
erecting the framework of the wheel, Accord- 
ing to the wotkmen, who quit work Saturday, 
they have not received pay for two weeks. 
Wages were held back until Saturday and the 
men quit in accordance with an order issued 
by the union to which they belong.
